BOMB SHELLS. 

A Dangerous Collection of War 
Time Relics. 



H. L Sanders and James Force I 
While Extracting Powder 



r, Ky. July 19. -A 
catastrophe occurred about t 
and a half from this city, near the turn- 
pike road to Louisville. The state had 
sold a large quantity of shot and loaded 
shells, which accumulated at the ar- 
senal in war times, to a Louisvisle junk 
shop as old iron. The Louisville firm 
engaged II. L. Sanders und James Force 
to unload the shells, agreeing to give 
them the powder and some pay besides. 
The men hauled the ammunition to a 
point near Force's house, and com- 
menced work under a fly. 

Monday alvmt half 'past 11 o'clock, 
while the men were alone at work in 
the improvised tent, a tremendous ex- 
plosion was heard. A laborer at work 
■n a field nearby rushed to the tent and 
found both men torn limb from limb 
mm! their l>odies perforated and tnan- 
_'led with small shot and slugs from the 
•xploded shell. The tent had caught 
(Ire and fallen in upon the unfortunate 
rictirus and ignited the fuse to a num- 
er of other shells. The laborer drag- 
red the dismembered bodies from the 
dames ahd beat a hasty retreat He 
iv as none too soon. In three minutes 
the fin.- had communicated with a stack 
>f shells and off they weat with the 
thunder of a full battery of forty- 
joundcre. This was followed at short 
atcrvals by the explosion of single 
.hells that were lying about. 
Cltall sounded like the cannonade of 
irmics in battle, and shook the capltol 
»ver the hills -that encircle it Force's 
louse, a short distance from the ex- 
plosion, was entirely dismantled, pieces

Five or six hun- 
dred feet i if rail fence was swept entirely 
away , the rails being broken into bits and 
carried a quarter of a mile. A cornfield 
was wholly destroyed, cut as smooth as 
though a bladed cyclone had sheared it 
One of the descending bombs struck the 
top of Force's house, ponetrated the 
roof, ceiling and floor, burying itself in 
the cellar. The w hole face of the earth 
for hundreds of yards around the fatal 
6pot is covered with fragments of 
shells. A shell exploded after the ar- 
rival of the coroner, two hours alter the 
explosion that killed the men. 

Fortunately the wind carried the 
flames in an opposite direction from 
where sixteen hundred pounds 
powder and shells are stored, 
finally plucked up eouragv to fight the 
fir.-, and got it under control late Mon- 
dry afternoon. Saunders and Force 
v, ere ti i frightfully mangled and powder 
burned thnt they could only be 
identified by pieces of clothing clinging 
to the dismembered bodies. The disaster
